FIRES ADDS ITS HOREOQRS TO THE 
DREADFUL CALAMITY. 


Many of the Dead Burned Beyond Recog- 
nition—Tales of Shipwreck on Ocean 
and Lake—Timely Rescue of the Drif:- 
ing Survivors—A Number of Railway 
Disasters Reported—The Casualties of 
a Day. 


Lonpon, Nov. 2.—A terrible railway acci- 
dent, accompanied by a number of deaths, 
occurred early this morning near Thirsk, in 
Yorkshire. The east coast express train for 
London left Edinburgh at 10:30 last night. 
‘The express train, being unusually heavy, 
was divided intotwo sections, The first sec- 
tion proceeded safely to London, arriving at 
the usual hour. The second section had over 
one hundred passengers on board, including 
several noblemen and other distinguished 
people. The train, which consisted of 
coaches from Dundee, Perth, Abroath 
and Aberdeen, swept safely through South- 
ern Scotland and the extreme north of Eng- 
land. A thick fog prevailed and it was difi- 
cult for the driver to discern the signals. 
Approaching Thirsk the fog was thicker than 
ever and at a point about two anda haif 
miles north of that town the signals were en- 
tirely obscured ana the express train collided 
at fullspeea with a goods train ona siding 
at Manor House. The wreck of the express 
train was complete. The engine came full 
tilt against the goods train and toppled over, 
smashed and dismantled, with the carriages 
after it, into a field next to the 
track. The carriages were broken 
and jammed together and ‘most of 
the passengers were caught in their 
compartments, as in so manytraps. The 
wreck took fire almost instantly from escap- 


— " =the gas, and the smoke and flame and the 


shrieks of the dying and wounded madea 
horrible scene. Those who managed to ex- 
tricate themselves uninjured hastened to as- 
sist others who were yet alive and caught in 
the wreck. It was difficult work owing to 
the way in which the carriages were crushed 
together, and the difficulty of opening the 
compartment doors, which were fastened 
after the usual British fashion. Men and 
women could be heard shrieking for assist- 
ance, and one man who was slowly being 
burned to death and who could not 
get out, begged the rescuers, in 
Heaven’s name, to kill him. It 
is known that not less than ten 
are dead andthat thirty are injured, twelve 
ofthem seriously. The fireman of thetrain 


was killed, but the engineer, who jumped at} Bo 
former seriously.

According to the 
Captain, the condition of the boat’s crew on 
landing was as follows: Two severe and 
eight other cases of scurvy; the majority 
were suffering from boils and blisters. Many 
had to be lifted and carried from the boats 
by the natives tothe house of the Sheriff_of 
the district in which they landed. On hear- 
ing of their arrival the United States 
steamer Bdston left Honolulu Sept. 28 
reaching Hilo Sept. 30,and took the mate 
and crew on board. She then went tosea 
and cruised fortwo days over the water on 
which it was possible that the Captain’s boat 
might be found, but without'success. Then 
returning to Honolulu she landed the men, 
who were put in the hospital for treatment. 
At the request of our Consul General at Hono- 
lulu a rescuing party was sent out after the 
Captain’s boat, but up to Oct. 3 nothing was 
heard of it. It is possible that they may 
have already been picked up, as they crossed 
the tracks of four lines of vessels. 
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DISASTERS ON THE LAKES. 

CHICAGO, |Nov. 2.—The great gale of last 
Friday and Saturday wrecked a large steam- 
erand a schooner near the South Manitou 
Island at the foot of Lake Michigan, and it is 
almost certain that the crews of both vessels 
were lost. The steamer foundered near the 
island, while the schooner was cast almost 


bottom side up far up on the beach. The 
name of neither boat can be learmed, as the 
gale was followed so closely by another, this 
time from the east, has demoralized shippin 

and it is too soon, as yet, to determine wha 

boats are missing. The wrecks are reported 
by Capt. Dennis of the schooner Jobn Shaw, 
which reached Chicago yesterday afternoon. 

Although nothing definite has been learned, 
it is almost certain thatthe big steamer re- 
ported foundered north of the North Manitou 
lsiands, at the foot of Lake Michigan, is the 
big steel steamer W. L. Gilcher. The Giicher 
left Buffalo last Tuesday, and after unload- 
ing cOalat Milwaukee was to goto Escanaba 
and load fron ore for Ashtabula. From 
there she was to gotoToledo and load soft 
coal for Lake Superior. She carried a crew 
ofsome thirty-two men. She has not been 
heard from. The schooner John Shaw, 

of the steamer John  £F., 
reached here last night, 
Shaw and Eddy had weathered 
the gale at anchor under the Manitous. 
‘*‘When off the’ south Manitou on our way 
to Chicago,’’ Capt. George Dennis of the 
Shaw said, ‘*we passed through a large 
quantity of wreckage. We could see nothing 
which could give any indication of what the 
name of the unfortunate craft was. There is 
not a particle of doubt but what the wreck- 
age was from some steamer which had found- 
ered not far from there.’’ Capt. Dennis also 
reported that a medium sized schooner with 
its bilge and part of its bottom showing, was 
on the beach ofthe island. It hadacargoof 
hemlock lumber, The bottom had been 
newly calked. He did not learn the name of 
the schooner. Thefinding of the wreckage 
by the Shaw, leaves no doubt that the wreck- 
age is from some boat which went to the bot- 
tom.

Brutally Butchered by Her Husband,

THE AWFUL DEED COMMITTED IN A 
LOUISVILLE BAGNIO. 


The Murder of Joseph Glenn of This City 
Was Done by the Same Hand—St. Louis 
History ofthe Murderer and His Vic- 
tim—Fatal Family Quarrel—Policeman 
Killed—Forger Captured—Crimes. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Nov. 3.—Mrs. Miriam 
Wing, led astray at the age of 18, pald fora 
career of shame with her life last night, and 
her slayer was her husband, Albert Wing, 
“murderer and ex-convict, twho had 
for years lived off the proceeds 
of her shame, At 11:10 o’clock 
last nighta man, bareheaded and excited, 
rushed out ofthe yard of Mertie Edwards’ 
house of ill-fame on Green street and hurried 
down the street. He passed a policeman and 
then began to run and the officer, hearing a 
confusion in the Edwards house, ran inand 
bursting down a door of a room on the sec- 
ond floor, found Mrs. Wing dead ina pool of 
biood with her throat cut, a knife wound in 
her heart and twodeep wounds in her back. 
There were evidences ofa flerce struggle. A 
window was up and the murderer had 
jumped through thisin making his escape. 
The couple had been out all day. Jealousy is 
supposed to be the cause of the tragedy, but 
this seems peculiar after their course for the 
past ten years. 

Mrs. Wing came of one of the best families 
in Kentucky. Her maiden name was Miriam 
Eaves, and she was the only daughter of 
Judge Charles Eaves of Greensville. Shewas 
agay girl, andabout twelve years ago she 
was seduced by Ed Reno, a wild young man, 
who married berat the pointof a pistol held 
by the girl’s father, 

WENT TO ST. LOUIS. 

In 1879 or 1880 Mrs. Reno went to St. Louis 
and there met Joseph Glenn, formerly of 
Owensboro, who was a clerk for the Famous 
Shoe Co. He was murdered in her room in an 
assignation house where he hac taken her. 
She had engaged the room, it seems, with 
Wing, with whom she was living at 
the time, having been separated from Reno. It 
was with] Wing’siconsentthat Glenn remained 
with the woman, About daylight Wing come 
to the room andtold Glennthat he had ex- 
pectea to find him gone by that 
time. A quarrel sprang up 
and Wing shot Glenn through the head, kill- 
ing him instantly. Wing was convicted of 
murder and sentenced to serve ten years in

The Assault Committed in a Lumber-

Amost horrible and brutal outrage was 
committed on an old woman Dy two men 
named Patrick Murphy and Patrick Duffy in 
the vicinity of Lynch and Dorcas streets last 
night, their victim being Mrs. Ellen Rose, 
wife of Frank T. Rose of Falling Springs, St. 
Ciair County, Ill. Mr. and Mrs. Rose came to 
the city yesterday morning with a wagon 
load of garden produce, crossing the river by 
the ferry atthe footof Anna street. They 
sold their vegetables, and after making some 
collections. on old debts, found that 
they had a little over $14. Mr. Rose is 
lame from rheumatism and his wife, a 
well preserved woman of 57 years, is the 
business member of the family. She made 
the collections and carried the money ina 
large pocketbook in her bosom. They fed 
their horse and left their wagon in Michael 
Schweigier’s ‘‘farm yard’’ at 2623 South 
Wharf street and took supper at his board- 
ing-house. They intended to return home 
last night, but missedthe last ferryboat 
and decided to remain at Schweligler’s place 
all night. Mrs. Rose has a cousin here, Mrs. 
John Warmer. whom she hasn’t seen for 
some time, and thought this a good oppor- 
tunity to visit her. Leaving Mrs. Rose at 
Schweigler’s, she walked out te 
No. 2607 Papin _ street, where the 
Warmer’s live and spent two or three hours 
there very pleasantly. Whenshe got up to 
go it was after 11 o’clock, much later than 
she expected, but she thought she knew the 
way, andasthe streets were wel! lighted, 
she had no doubt whatever that she would 
reach Schweigler’s lodging-house near the 
foot of Anna street, insafety. Mrs. Warmer 
anda couple of her young lady friends ac- 
companied hera few block and then she was 
alone.

the Reco-der of Voters and other 
election officers from shutting out legal 
voters. We Know they can vote for 
the presidential electors and Congressmen 
anyhow, but we want them to exercise 
their privilege of voting for the State and 
city candidates as well. The papers will be 
filed and we will give a bond $1,000,000 if 
necessary to back up the proceedings. We 
have gone iIntothis thing to win and we iIn- 
tend to succeed.’’ 

SOME Or THE NAMES, 

Among the names reportedto have been 
illegally stricken off are those of August H. 
Blanke of 3119 Russell avenue, E. S. Pitzman, 
1000 South Compton avenue; Ben 
8. Wash, 4006 North Eleventh street; Norman 
Brown, 4964 Bell avenue; C. H. Smith, 3931 
Bell avenue, and William Koenig,formerly of 
the school Board, 1702 Rappahanock street. 
these were all given as Kepublican names, 
but investigation proved that twoof them 
are Democrats. ‘‘By this evening,’’ said 
Secretary Rohifing of the Cit 
Committee, who was looking over the lIists, 
‘*we will bave all our papers prepared.

The party returned 1n 1888, having found iand 
and buried the skeletons or several of 
Franklin’s party and removed much 
of the mystery which up to 
that time had surrounded its fate. 
His discovery of certain papers left by the 
lost explorers fixed the date of Sir John 
Franklin’s death. It wason this expedition 
that Schwatka made a sledge journey of 
8,251 miles. 

His more recent explorations in Alaska 
have added to hisfame. On twooccasions, 
one of which wasin 1891, he led expeditions 
fitted out by New York newspapers to deter- 
the course of the rivers and the character of 
the country gained by the Alaskan purchase.

AT HEADQUARTERS. 


Latest Estimates Made by the Party 
Leaders. 

New YorK, Nov. 2.—The National Repub- 
lican headquarters was conspicuous by the 
absence of all the principal leaders this 
morning.

Subbell and Charter Mitchell unless I prom- 
ised not toask for any more children in this 
section orinany other part of the reserva- 
tion, and after considering the critical situa- 
tion I acceded to their demand, feeling that I 
was powerless to do anything and 
completely at the mercy of Black 
Horse and his followers. I now 
most respectfully request authority for 
the use ofa sufficient number of troops to 
force Black Horse and his followers to furnish 
children forthe schools.

THE IAMS CASE. 


Taking of Testimony in the Criminal Pros- 
ecution, “ 


PiITTsBURG, Pa., NOV. 2.—The fifth day of 
the Iams case opened with Col, Hawkins 
again on the witness-stand, and his 
cross-examination by Attorney Iams 
was continued. The questions, answers and 
arguments proved an interesting analysis of 
military law. During the examination of 
witness a number ofrulings were made by 
Judge Porter touching the author- 
ity of military commanders to inflict 


summary punishment upon members of their 
command for breaches Of discipline which 
were considered favorable to the defendants. 

In redirect examination, Col. Hawkins said 
the punishment inflicted on Private Iams 
was in accordance with military custom. 

Senator Robbins next submitted in evi- 
pa the enlistment papers of Private W. L. 

ams, 

Robert W. Herbert of the Pittsburg Dis- 
patch was the next witness Called. Mr. Her- 
bert recited at length and in detail the story 
of the Homestead trouble as gleaned from 
personal observation. Herbert testified:

He spoke of the treatment he had re- 
ceived at the hands of Col. Streat- 
or.

Sergt. Russell of Company K, Tenth Regi- 
ment, testified to having repeated Col. 
Streator’s orders throughout the camp, and 
stated that Private Iams was noton picket 
duty on Wednesday night preceding the pun- 
ishment.

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THE EYES OF BEES 


Their Immense Site Eupposed to Help 
Them in Their Flight. 


From Pearson's Weekly. 


The directness of the bee’s filcht is pro- 


verbial. Theshortest distanch between any 
two given points is called a bee-line. Many 
observers think that the immense eyes with 
which the insect Is furnished greatly assist, 
if they do not entirely account for,thearrowy 
straightness of its passage through the alr. 

Every bee has two kinds of eyes—the two 
large compound ones, looking like heml- 
spheres, on eitber side, andthe three simple 
ones which crown the top ofthe head. Each 
compound eye iscomposed of 3,500 facets— 
thatistosay,an object is reflected 8,500 
times on its surface. 

Every one ofjthese facets is the base ofan 
inverted hexagonal ——— whose apex is 
fittedto the head. Each pyramid may be 
termed an eye, ior each has its own iris and 
optic nerve. 

How these insects manage this marvelous 
number ofeyes isnot yetknown. They are 
immovable, but mobility is unnecessary be- 
cause of the range of vision afforded by the 
position and the number of the facets. 

They have no lids, but are protected from 
dust and injury by rows of hairs growing 
along the lines at the junctions of the 
facets. The simple eyes are supposed to 
have been given the bee to enable it td see 
above its head when intent upon gathering 
honey from the cups of flowers. 

Probably this may be one reason, but it is 
likely there are other uses for them not yet 
ascertained. A bee files much in the same 
way asa pigeon—that isto say, it first takes 
an upward spiral flight into the air, and then 
darts straight for the object in view. 

Now an expérimenter on insect nature 
covered a bee’s simple eyes with paint, and 
sent it into the air; instead of darting 
straight off after rising, it continued to 
ascend. Apparently, then, these eyes are 
used in some measure to direct the flight, 


NEGRO SONGS DYING OUT. 


Education Among the Colored Race Re- 
sultsin Neglect of Minstrelsy. 


The younger negroes, born in freeaom, 
have a loathing for everything that pertains 
to slavery. ‘They regard the old slaves with 
contempt, and because the younger ones can 
read and write they set the older ones down 
as being too ignorant to be considered, for- 
getting that they were once efficient workers 
and averaged superiorin morals and man- 
ners to their descendants. One ofthe results 
of this is the dying out of the rich, melodious 
negro songs—not the songs of the ‘‘negro 
minstrel’’ type, which were totally unlike 
the realarticle. This the Boston Transcript 
regards as a very great pity, as these 
songs were wild and charming beyond com- 
parison. 

In slavery times the negroes were encour- 

agedtosing. ‘ihe wheat was reaped tothe 
singing of the reapers, and the best singer 
generally headed the row. The ones who 
could pick the banjoor scrape the fiddle were 
pecullarly privileged. Here is a strange 
on of folk-lore: For many years, even 
ong before the war, the fiddle-playing and 
banjo-playing had been dying out among the 
negroes, owingto a superstition that ‘‘de 
debil isa fiddier!’’ The very old people have 
noticed this. The master of the mansion 
Says: ‘‘In my father’s time, and when 
I was a boy, there were very few reg- 
ular musicians, and at parties, unless it was 
a grand affair, a lady played the piano accom- 
panied by a gentleman on the violin, and 
monstrous jigs and reels, they played, too. 
But when it gottoo much like work almost 
anybody’s carriage driver could be sent for 
out of the kitchen who could fiddle enough to 
dance the Virginia reel by. But when I grew 
up negro fiddlers were scarce among the 
plantation hands, except the ‘professionals,’ 
who were free negroes. They have been 
growing scarcer owing to this superstition 
about old Pluto. 

‘*‘Among the city negroes the planois the 
favorite instrument, asitisso much easier 
to acquire a certian proficiency on ittban on 
the violin. Inthe country, though, it is gen- 
erally thought unbecoming, at least fora 
‘church member’ to play tbe violin, if not 
actually an audacious communication with 
Satan himself. But it involves neither 
deadly sinnor any spiritual risk whatever 
to play the accordion or the ‘laporgan,’ as 
they callit. The ‘cor’jon,’ consequently, is 
a very popular instrument.’’ 


CHEAP CANDLE LIGHT. 


A Curious Fish Which the Indians 
for Both Light and Food. 


From the San Francisco Call. 

A fish dealer inthe California market had 
on his slab yesterday two specimens ofa fish 
not frequently seen in our markets, but plenty 
from Vancouver Island northward. 

In plain commercial language it is known 
asthe candle fish. Technically the name is 
Thaleichthys Pacificus, a remarkable 
species of the family Salmonid@, strictly a 
sea fish, approaching thejcoast to spawn, but 
never entering the rivers. 

The specimens that were shown yesterday 
measure a root in length, and have some- 
what the appearance of an eel, except the 
head, which is pointed and conical. It has 
alarge mouth. The color is greenish on the 
back, passing into silvery white on the sidés 
and belly, which is sparsely spotted with 
dirty yellow. 

The Indians of Vancouver Island and vicin- 
ity use the fish both for foodand light. It !s 
the fattest or most oleaginous of all fishes, 
an‘, itis said, of all animals. It is impos- 
sible to either boil or fry it, for the moment it 
is subjected to heat it turns to oll. 

The indians, who use the fish for food, take 
them, and, without cleaning them, runa 
skewer through the eyes and suspend them 
in the thick smoke that arises from woodffires. 

The fish acquires the flavor of the wood 
and the smoke helps to preserve it. When 
the Indians want to make amealof the fish 
eed — them, reduce them to oll and drink 

e Oil. 

When they wanta light they takea dried 
fish, draw through ita pleceof rush pith or 
astripfromthe upper bark ofthe cypress 
tree, a species of arbor vitm, as a wick, a 
needle of hard wood being used forthe pur- 
pose. 

The fish is then lightedat one end and 
burns steadily until consumed.

PHILADELPHIA HIPPOPHAGL 


The Menu Prepared for Their First Dinner, 
Shortly to Occur. 


Erom the Philadelphia Times. 

A society has been formed to promote the 
eating of horsefiesh. The headquarters of 
this unique association are tn Philadelphia 
and its secretary is Charles Wilson Montgom- 
ery. As yet the members are few in number, 
but they make up for this deficiency by their 
enthusiastic fondness for cooked horse. Seo- 
retary Montgomery is a comparatively young 
man, but his bronzed complexion and pnu- 
merous scars tellof an adventurous life b 
floodand field. Speaking of the horsefies 
society, he said: 

‘‘Our organization is made up of men who 
at some perion of their lives were led by ne- 
cessity or curiosity to taste what is vuigarly 
called ‘nag beef.’ A liking for horsefiesh is 
as naturalto manasaliking for mutton or 
beef. Consequently, when any one eats 
horsefiesh and finds it toothsome he wants to 
repeat the experiment. Gradually a yearn- 
ing for this kind of food springs up within 
him, and he longsto be able to indulge his 
taste for equine steak. But horsefiesh is not 
a delicacy that one finds in many American 
restaurants. It may figure largely in the cu- 
linary department, of course, but it never 
appears on the bill of fare. 

*‘*About two months ago I happened to 
meet a party of gentlemen who, like myself, 
had knocked about the world a great deal. 
Our conversation resulted in the discovery 
that we had one particular taste in com- 
mon, namely, roast horse. After consider- 
able discussion we agreed to interest other 
friends similarly minded and to form a regu- 
Iirrclub. Thus began the Society for the 
Eating of Horseflesh. Since then we have 
secured twenty-three members, allof whom 
are fairly prominent persons in Philadelphia, 
Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Chicago and _  else- 
where. Wehave agreed to have a horse- 
flesh dinner in one of these cities every three 
months, and the first dinner isto take place 
in Phildaelphia early in Novewber. 

‘*Great difficulty was experienced by usin 
inducing any restaurant keeper to serve us 
with the dinner we want. These men fear 
that their business would be ruined if it 
were to leak out that they cooked horsefilesh, 
Finally, however, a down town caterer, who 
asasoldier in the war ate horse himself, 
agreedto gratify us, om condition that we 
keep his name secret. 

‘*The members ofthe society have eacha 
story to tell of how they first came toeat and 
like this unconventional article of food. 
Clyde M. Allen of Cincinnati, one of our 
founders, added horse to his list of dishes 
while wandering in the Northwest several 
years ago. Henry H. Fulton of Chicago, a 
well-known theatrical man, was forced to eat 
it during the famous siege of Paris. .As he 
himself said: ‘It was a choice between horse 
or rats, and horse was chosen.’ A popular 
police officer ofthis city first masticated horse 
while serving with a detachment of the 
United States cavairy against the Apaches. 
Capt. F. I. at | of Pittsburg was on the 
‘trek’ in South Africa at the outbreak of the 
diamond excitement, when starvation forced 
him and the men who were with him to kill 
and eat two of their horses. \:y own friend- 
ship for this much-maligned food dates from 
the breaking of the engines belonging tothe 
steamer St. Kilda in the Indian Ocean, ten 

ears ago. 

‘*The ship was carryinga number of walers 
or Australian horses from Sydney to Bombay 
when she met with the accident. I was one 
ofthe crew, and when our provisions gave 
out, without the smallest s k of land heav- 
ing in sight, we just tackled those] horses, I 
tell you they beat salt junk and weevily 
biscults all to fits, and when we were event- 
vally taken in tow bya friendly vessel we 
were fatter by several inches in spite of our 
long drift.

Special privileges have been so 
eagerly sought for and so freely bestowed 
that in the minds of many honest men the 
distinction between a right and a privilege 
has been overlooked.

The Barbers and Thsir Bosses. 


To the Editor of the Post- Dispatch: 

Afew of the journeymen barbers of this 
city are vigorously agitating the \Sanday 
closing law regardless of the feelings dnif in- : 
terests of their employers. Now this is very. 
significant to my mind at this partfeular 
time. Like a majority of labor organizations 
it has drifted into politics. Now, if the bar- 


bers of St. Louis hope to succeed in their 
cause they shoald try to dosothrough the 
friendly co-operation of their employers and 
not throuch means iInjurfous to our bustness. 
Proof of the political aspect: A member of 
the House called on me personally a few days 
since toascertain my opinion as to which 
would merit the more votes, defeating the 
measure or passing it. Now, ft ts ble 
there are more journeymen voters than pro- 
prietors, but men who aspire to sitions of 
public trast through the suffrage of the ple 
should not d{sregard the interests of sub- 
Stantial business men who have spent 
years in establishing a business and 
building up a trade in the barber’s line— 
and many of whomare among our best citi- 
zens—to gratify the demands of afew jour- 
neymen barbers, the majority of whom are 
transient residents of the city and not voters 
of the State, and who have no ambition 
above present necessity anda howling for 
rest. They have become chronic kickers. 
They have more unemployed time. at wages 
than any class of men who are classed as la- 
borers. | 

Now if the demands of these journeymen 
barbers are to be granted in disregard to the 
business interests and protests of citizens of 
St. Louis, then citizens uP hasnoclaim as a 
constituency, and we will decide according 
to the result of the action now pending in the 
lfouse. The majority of the barbers that are 
agitating this closing act do notrealize the 
injustice of their demand, nor the effect it 
would Nave upon the barber business in this 
city, as well as upon their wawzes. 

They are always complaining of low wages, 
Close the shops on Sunday and it will reduce 
the receipts from 10 to 20 per cent and wazes 
in proportion. Now, the question is who 
can best afford this loss. Men that work for 
me (union men) say they will get the worst 
of the deal. it ts an established fact that 
labor organizations do not have a proper 
regard for their employer. In seeking to 
promote their interest, they should always 
aim to do so with the least possible 
injury to their employer’s business. 
Now ifthe journeymen barbers were trying 
to increase their wages without Injury to our 
business, we would feel compelled to con- 
sider their action; but weconsider this action 
just to the Opposite and detrimental to all 
concerned. ‘hile I am a friend to labor 
and believe in union, Il am Ditterly opposed 
to the course pursued by the journeymen 
barbers in this case, and should they succe 
I fee] confident they will be disappointed, for 
we Will retaliate by reducing wages accord- 
ing as our business shall be reduced. I feel 
that the tintére-ts of citizens enxeged in the 
barber businéss will be protected when this

All efforts to get things © ge by crippling 
a too prosperous Interest and helping u more 
needy one will continue to be a clumsy patch- 
work, and through accident, misfortune and 
deception the unemployed arimy will goon 
increasing. e only remedy will be a direct 
one. 

All havea natural right to employment for 
the profitable ani necessary exercise of their 
powers in self- ey on the same principle 
EhAs, al) have arigntto air for the profitable 
and necessary exercise of theirlungs. Both 
neéds are vital, and a system that obstructs 
their supply is murderous, for ‘‘you take my 
ae when you do take the means whereby I

It would: be expensive to establish a 
national bureau of work that would penetrate 
everywhere, as the post-office does, and by 
fair information and an open interchange of 
heeas distribute the workers according to 
the work, but all Valvable things are expen- 
sive, and this is worth any cost.

State Treasu-e: stephens’ Monthly Ré& 
port Filed.

Lonpoy, Nov. 2.—The trialof the suit for 
damages for slander brought by Mrs. Leader, 
wife of Lieut. Leader, against Mrs. James 
Gibbons Smyth, wife of Maj.-Gen. Smyth, 
was resumed to-day before Justice Day anda 
jury. The proceedings attracted more in- 
terest than ever and this morning the court 
‘was more crowded thanit wasyet. A ma- 
jority of the audience to-day were ladies. A 
number of military officers were present. 
, Before the trial began the case was dis- 
cussed pro and con by the people in the 
‘court-room and it could easily be judged 
that the sympathy of the greater part of the 
audience was with Mrs. Leader, who, as has 
en before stated, isa youngand peculiarly 
ttractive woman. 

When the court adjourned yesterday Mrs. 
Leader wasinthe witness-box being cross- 
examined by Sir Edward Clark, counsel for 
Mrs. Smythand Gen. Smyth, who isalso a 
party defendant. This morning Mrs. Leader 
again took the standand Sir Edward Clarke 
fesimed the cross-examination. Mrs. Leader 
appeared to be much more composed than 
she was while testifying yesterday and 
proved to bean excellent witness. Sir Ed- 
ward plied his questions thick and fast, but 
his efforts toconfuse Mrs, Leader met with 
little success. For two hours she underwent 
her ordealat the hands ofoneofthe most 
skillful cress-examiners in England, and she 
often scored the distinguished lawyer. She 
produced a titter in court when, in response 
toa question asto whether Mrs. Smyth had 
not on several occasions loaned her the 
brooch which was the cause Ofall the trouble, 
she replied: ‘‘She loaned me a paste neck- 
lace once, not a diamond one.’’ 

Sir Edward tried to show that the ladies 
Knew all about each other’s jewelry, and 
asked a great number of questions leading in 
this direction. Mrs. Leader replied that she 
knew nothing whatever about Mrs. Smyth’s 
jewelry, adding: ‘*It is quite possibile she 
Knew all about mine, as she seems to be 
singularly observant.’’ 

During his cross-examination Sir Edward 
often reverted to Mrs. Leader’s relations 
with Capt.« French, who Mrs. Leader de- 
clares gave her the brooch she sold tothe 
jeweler Dibdin, and which Mrs. Smyth 
charges Mrs. Leader stole fromher. Sir Ed- 
ward harped upon a phrase used’by Mrs. 
Leader that she had frequently met him 
(Capt. French) all over the place. 

Lieut. Leader was the next witness. dis 
testimony throughout confirmed the eyi- 
dence given by his wife. 

Herbert Robinson, who had been Mrs. 
Leader’s servant while she was in Egypt, 
gave important evidence for his former 
mistress. Among other things, he confirmed 
Mrs. Leader’s statement that she had the 
brooch in Egypt. He testified that every 
week while he was in Mrs, Leader’s employ 
he had cleaned the brooch in question. 

Mrs. Porter, wife of Capt. Porter of the 
| Indian service, testified that in June, 1891, 
Mrs. Leader had loaned ‘het & brooch similar 
tothe one sold at Dibdin’s. Mrs. Leader’s 
maidand several other witnesses testified 
that they had often seen Mrs. Leader wear- 
ing the brooch before the date on which Mrs, 
Smyth says she lost hers. 


BRITISH TOPICS. 


SUCCESSFUL TEST OF ARMOR PLATES OF AMERI- 
CAN MAKE, 

LONDON, Nov. 2.—The admiralty has made 
at Portsmouth a thorough test of armor 
plates made by the Harvey system with very 
encouraging results. Eminent naval officers 
were present, and Messrs. Fox and Dickson 
represented the Harvey Co. of New York. 
Not a crack was shown inthe plates,an un- 
precedented result in armor experiments 
here. The tests verified the American re- 
ports of the previous tests conducted by the 
United States Government and established 
the success of the Harvey hardening process. 
This is the first test in Europe, though Russia 
is also preparing foratest. Further trials 
will be made at Portsmouth, tests being of 
thinner plates, with a view to refitting obso- 
lete iron-clads. 

The unemployed Hebrew workingmen of 
this city bave decided that they will march 
barefooted through the streets of London on 
three different days. The authorities have 
given their assent toa meeting of the unem- 
ployed in Trafalgar Square on Saturday 
next. 

Archbishop Vaughan is making arrange- 
ments to accompany the pilgrimages ofthe 
British Catholicsto Rome. The pilgrimage 
which is headed by the Duke of Norfolk is in 
point of wealth and numbers the greatest 
that has left Great Britain in three centuries. 

The announcement has been officially made 
that Prime Minister Gladstone had de- 
clined to attend the inaugural banquet of 
Lord Mayor-Elect Stuart Knill. His declina- 
tion is especially significant, as it has been 
the custom in past years for the Prime Minis- 
ter in his response toa toast at this banguet 
to review the work of the Government and 
speak of its plans for the future. 

Robert Grant, professor of astronomy in 
the University of Glasgow, aged 78, is deund. 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS. 


EMIGRATION TO THE UNITED STATES ALARMING 
CANADIANS. 

TORONTO, Ontario, Nov. 2.—Ata meeting of 
the Young Men’s Liberal Conservative Asso- 
ciation yesterday Mr. Armstrong, the Presi- 
dent, inthe course of his inaugural address 
Said: ‘*‘Weshouldtry and solve the problem 
as to why thousands of people are leaving 
this country every year and are going to the 
United states. I am informed on reliable 
authority that notless than 4,000 have left 
this country during the last year and gone 
into foreign exile. There is no concealing 
the fact that we are being annexed in job 
lots every week, and there is not a voice 
raised against it.’’ The President said he 
had absolute confidence that the genius of 
the Canadian people would rise to the occa- 
sion and urged that the question should en- 
gage the serious attention of the association. 


JAPS TAKE A HAND. 

OTTAWA, Ontario, Nov. 2,—Advices have 
been received here to the effect thatthe Jap- 
anese Government Is taking action to prepare 
for acrusade againstthe sealing poachers 
who may visit the rookeries of that country 
nextseason. The Japanese Government has 
received reports that the grounds have suf. 
fered considerable injury this year through 
the poaching of sealing vessels which have 
been excluded this season from Behring Sea.

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” WasHinctoyw, D. 0., Nov. 2.—The duties of 
federal supervisors at elections is fully de- 
fined ina. circular issued by Attorney-Gen- 
eral Miller, Mr. Miller refers to the.fact that 
on Oct. 5, 1886, President Cleveland addressed 
to Attorney-General Garland a confmunica- 
tion thus: 


DEAR S1n—You are hereby requested to take gene 
eral chs and direction of the execution of the 
statutes of the United States touching the appoint- 
mentof supervisors ef election and special deputies 
and the performance of their duties and their com- 
poses so far as these subjects are by the Consti- 
itntion and laws under'the supervision and control 
of the Executive branch of the Government. 
Mr. Miller then says that he believes the au- 


thority thus given to his predecessor is gen- 
eral and has never been revoked. : 

The Attorney General then embodies in his 
manifesto a letterof OC. M. Dennison, Chief 
Supervisor of Elections for the Northern Dis- 
trict of New York, under date or Oct. 18, 
1892, in which he (Dennison) issued instruc- 
tions for the guidance of deputy marshals 
and incidenally of supervisors. 

The Dennison letter jis clearly in response to 
inquity from one of his subordinates, and in 
the letter, which Mr. Miller quotes, for the 
purpose of indorsing its provisions, occurs 
the following: 


S1n—I am in receipt of your letter of the 11th inst. 
asking if ‘*Special yal | Marshals havearight to 
be inside the place of registration during the prog- 
ress of registration, and whether they can be inside 
the polling place on election day outside of the 
guare rail.’’ The question raised by you is settled 

y the decision of the Supreme Court of the United 
States in exparte Albert Siebold, Walter Tucker, 
Martin C. Burns, Lewis Coleman and Henry Bow- 
ers, reported in 10 Otto, 371. The case was heard 
onthe petition of Siebold and others for habeas 
corpus. The petitioners were judges ofelection at 
different voting precinctsin the City of Baitimore 
at an election held in Nov. 1878, at which represen- 
tatives in Congress were voted for. They were in- 
dicted and tried in the Circuit Court of the United 
States for alleged offenses committed by them while 
omting as judges of such election, were tried, con- 
victed and sentenced to fine and imprisonment. 
They applied to the Supreme Court for a writ of 
habeas corpus to be released from imprisonment on 
the ground that the Federal election law was un- 
constitutional. Rowers was convicted on a count in 
the indictment charging him with unlawfully ob- 
structing, hindering, interfering with and pre- 
venting a Supervisor of Election from  per- 
forming his duty, to-wit: That of person- 
ally inspecting and scrutinizing at the beginning 
of said day of election and of the said election, the 
manner in which the voting was done at the said 
poll of election by examining and seeing whether 
the ballot first voted at saia poll of election was put 
and placed in the ballot-box containing no ballots 
whatever. Tucker was convicted ona count in the 
indictment charging that he unlawfully prevented 
and hindered the free attendance aad presence of 
the said Deputy Marshalin the due execution of his 
office at the poll of said election, and the full and 
free access of the said pepery Marshal to the poll 
of the election. The other petitioners were con- 
victed for other offenses against the Federal elec- 
tion law. Thesection of the law on which the in- 
dictments were founded and the other sections, the 
validity of which was sought to be impeached for 
unconstitutionality, are sections 2011, 2012, 2016 
2017, 2021, 2022, and in part sections, 5514 an 
5522. The decision of the court was against the 
petitioners. 

I will quote only such points decided by the court 
as are necessary to fully answer your inquiry. They 
are as follows: 

6. Congress hed power by the Constitution to pass 
the section referred to. 

8. In making regulations for the election of Rep- 
resentatives it is not necessary that Congress sbould 
assume entire and exclusive control thereof. 

Congress hasa supervisory power over the sab- 
ject, and may either make entirely new regulations 
or add to, alter or modify the reguiations made by 
the State. 

9. In the exercise of such supervisory power Con- 
gress may impose new duties of the officers of elec- 
tion, or additional penaitiesfor breach of duty, or 
for the perpetration of fraud: or provide for the at- 
tendance of officers to prevent frauds and see that 
the elections are legally and fairly conducted. 

ll. Thereis nothing in the reiations of the States 
or the national sovereignties to preciude the co- 
operation of both inthe matter of elections of rep- 
resentatives.: Ifpoth were equal in authority over 
the subject collisions of jurisdiction might ensue, 
but, the authority of the National Government be- 
ing paramount, collisionscan only occur from un- 
founded jeaiousy of such authority. 

12. Congress had power by the Constitution to 
vest in the Circuit Court the appointment of super- 
visors of Elections. 

13. The provision which authorizes the Deputy 
Marshals tokeepthe peace at the electionsis not 
unconstitutional. The National Government has 
the right touse physicalforce in any part of the 
United States tocompel obedience to its laws and to 
carry into execution the powersconferred npon it by 
the Constitution. 

Sec. 2022 requires that the Marshal and his general 
and special deputies shall preserve order at places 
of registration and atthe polls, support and protect 
the Supervisors of Election, prevent fraudulent reg- 
istration and fraudulent voting orfrauduient conduct 
on the pers of any officer of election; and it mnst 
necessarily follow thatthe Marshaland his general 
and special deputies have the right and it is their 
duty to be and remain im all places where they can 
best discharge their duties, whether such ie omy be 
inside or outside the guard-rail, notwithstanding 
the provisions of sec. 101, chap. 680, law of the 
State of New York, 1592, regulating the number of 
persons who areto be admitted within the guard -rail 
on election day. 

The provisions of the Federal election laws are in 
force wherever a representative in Congress is yoted 
for, and whenever any ofthe provisions of the Fed- 
eral laware inconflict with the State statute, the 
Federal statutes must be followed. 


Thus runsthe Dennison letter, and after 
quoting it as above Attorney General Miller 
continues: 


These instructions, in my opinion, embody cor- 
rect yiews ofthe law. In additionto the foregoing 
instructions I add the foliowing: In the language of 
the statute ofthe United States, Sec. 20'9, it is tne 
duty of the supervisors in their respective election 
districts or voting precincts to be present on the day 
of registration and on election day, ‘‘to take, 
occupy and remain in ‘such position, from time 
to time, whether before or behind the balilot- 
box, as will, in their judgment, best enabie 
them to see each person offering himself for regis- 
tration or offering to vote, and ae will best cunduce 
to their scrutinizingthe mannerin which the regis- 
tration or voting is being conducted, and atthe 
closing of the polls for the reception of votes they 
are required to place themselves in such position, in 
relation tothe ballot-boxes, for the purpose of aid- 
ing in the work of canvassing the ballots as will ena- 
ble themto fully perform the duties in respect to 
such canvass as provided herein, and shall remain 
there untilevery duty in respect to such canvass, 
certificates,returns and statements have been whelly 
completed. 

By section 2022 the deputy marshals are author- 
ized toarrest, ‘*with or without process,’’ any per- 
son who commits or attempts or offers to commit 
any of the acts or offenses prohibited herein, or who 
cominits any offense against the law of the United 
States, but no persons shall be arrested without 
process forany offense notcommittedin the pres- 
ence of the Marshal or one of his general or special 
deputies, or one of the supervisors of election.’’ 

And the supervisors have like power to make ar- 
rests. Any attempt tointerfere with the supervis- 
ors or fopaty marshalsin the proper discharge of 
their duties is a violation of the law and subjects the 
wrong-doer to a severe penalty. 

The duty and the authority of the Supervisors and 
the Deputy Marshalsin the premises are too plain 
to be misunderstood. Bearing in mind always that 
they are officers of the peace, as wellas officers of 
the election, and never forgetting that where the 
State statute conflicts with the statute of the United 
states touching these elections the national statute 
is paramount and must be obeyed, the officers should 
go torward quietiy, but resoluteiy. in the dis- 
charge of their duties, without fear or favor, but 
with firm determination, so far as in them lies 
under the lawto seethat thereisau honest, free 
and fair election, and afair returnand canvass of 
the votes. So discharging their duties, it is certain 
that they will net be resisted by any good citizens, 
and itis not believed that without the support of 
good citizens such resistance willbe made by any 
one. 

Of course, all officers will be expected to keep tne 
expenses of supervisorsand Deputy Marshals at the 
lowest point consistent witn the proper discharge of 
their duties. In nocase canaper diem be allowed 
them for more than ten days, and in pany probably 
most—cases this maximum number ‘of days will ve 
unnecessary. Respectf ly,

There is a solemn air of filth pervading th 
atmospheric surroundings uf the place that 
forcibly impresses itself upon the stranger.

Louls pays annually the sum of $10,000or 
more tokeep this one buildingclean. This 
does not include paint, paper, soap, brooms, 
brushes or whitewash, but Is the actualcost 
to the city for labor alone. It seems incred- 
ible at first, buta glance at the city pay rolls 
will convince even the most sceptical. 


The head painter of the City Hall receives 
$75 per month, as much as the Assistant 
physicians inthe City Dispensary, as much 
as the sanitary inspectors, as much as the 
average clerk in any of the departments 
and from ten to fifteen dollars more than 
the majority of them. 

There are seven assistant janitors wio re- 
ceive each $65 per month, and in addition 
there is the sergeant-at-arms of the City 
Council, the sergeant-at-arms of the House 
of Delegates, a private janitor ana porter of 
the Water Department and one of the Board 
of Public Improvements and two women who 
Ler Be te and clean the City Dispensary. 
To the credit of those who clean the Council 
Chamber, House of Delegates, Mayor’s office 
and City Dispensary it must be said the work 
is systematically and weil done. But the 
halis, corridors, yards, alleys and the 
majority of the offices are simply disgrace- 
fully dirty the majority of the days in the 
week. It is a singular fact that most of 
the 80-Called window cleaning is 
done by colored men who must be 
ermploved on the outside by the janitors. 

These gentlemen manage about once every

@ member ofthe mysterious auxillary com- 
mittee whichthe Campaign Committee ap- 
pointed immediately after organizing. This 
-is the committee charged with the raising of 
funds, andit has done its work well. The 
utmost secrecy has surrounded not only its 
moveinents, bat its membership. No an- 
nouncement of its composition has ever been 
made, but a list of the wealthiest plutocrats 
of the Republican party would embrace most 
of the committee members. This committee 
has been added to from time to time, 
as the campaign progressed. Thomas 
Dolan, President of the Manufacturers’ Club, 
of Philadelphia isthe Chairman. Cornelius 
N. Bliss, Treasurer of the National Commit- 
tee,is amember. Sots Mr. Haines. Solis 
George M. Pullman, who raised $100,000 for 
use in Indlana, after sending his check for 
$25,000 to get votes wherever the National 
Committee chose to. 

Another member is Chauncey M. Depew, 
Whois relied upon to secure railroad contri- 
butions, and stiil another is D. O. Mills, the 
millionaire father-in-law of Whitelaw Reid. 

One of the hardest worked members 
of this shadowy committee is .Harry 
Oliver of Pittsburg, thes great iron 
manufacturer, and there is no doubt that 
H.C. Frick isa member. His contribution 
of $250,000 would entitle him to immediate 
recognition among sthis committee of 
money bags, even hadfheno other qualitfica- 
tions. 

Secretary Elkins Is credited with having 
put the screws to Mr. Frick. Itis known 
that the Carnegie people contributed $50,000 
or more tothe corruption fund, and inre- 
turn for that contribution, and to assure 
their liberal contributions inthis campaign, 
the firm of Carnegie, Phipps & 
Co. received from the Navy Depart- 
ment the largest contract for armor plate 
that has been given out, and ata price much 
higher than many other steel manufacturers 
would have been giad to accept. 

Charies J. Ha rrahb, who contribufed $10,000 
to the $600,000 corruption fund raised by the 
Manufacturers’ Clu) of Philadelphia in 1888, 
has made this public statement, which has 
never been denied. The contract given to 
Carnegie and H. ©. Frick was for 7,000 tons of 
armor plate at an average of $5.40 a ton, and 
the contract was given without any competi- 
tion or any invitation to other manufacturers 
to bid for the contract. 

The laber troubles at Homestead, for which 
Ki. C. Frick was roundly abused by his party 
because he precipitated a reduction of wages 
before election, have resulted, it is claimea, 
inthe firm producingan inferior quaiity of 
armor plate.

ESTIMATES OF LEADERS ON BOTH SIDES OF THE 
TOTAL VOTE. 


New York, Nov. 2.—Tammany district 
leaders have made their final canvasses and 
received reports from their lieutenants which 
warrant them in announcing their claims and 
estimates of Cleveland and Stevenson’s vote 
next Tuesday. The Republican leaders have 
also made their estimates. 

Tammany Hallhas saidall along that it 
would give 75,000 majority for the Democratic 
electoral ticket. The total as shown by the 
tabulated estimates or district leaders is 


76,050, 

The Republicans have conceded from 50,000 
to 55,000 Democratic majority in New York 
City. Thetable with the Republican figures 
for the Seventh District omitted shows 651,650 
majority conceded to Ciévelaad. Senator 
George F, Roesch, the Tammany] leader in 
the Seventh, ts confident that his district will 
roll up a plurality of 4,500 forthe Democratic 
National ticket. The total plurality con- 
ceded by the Republican district leaders may 
therefore be put at over 56,000. 

In this ‘sis of the registration the Re- 

pub X Committee says: 
- Dy ofthe natural increase over 
the registra of 1888, there should now be 
on thé registry lists of this city 332,000 names. 
But thefe are not 324,000 nor 320,009. There 
are only 309,830, and tle loss, as the analysis 
above given clearly shows, lies in the Demo- 
cratic districts. in those districts, however, 
there has been an enormous amount of false 
and illegal registration.

But the cheer which’Republicans may try to 
draw from the figures ts overlooked. namely 
that under cur new law voters are now 
made eachfyear instead cf at§two years’ Iinter- 
vals as in 1888. The latter year they 
reaped a two years’ crop of maturing 
voters, while 1892 represents but 
one year’s ripening. It is true, however, 
thatin the odd years there are only town 
elections to draw out new voters, but In the 
aggregate these ‘‘off-year’’ party fledglings 
amount to a considerabie number, and prob- 
ably enough to account forthe difference 
between the figures of 1892 and 1888, which 
are the years now compared. Still, while 
the Democrats undoubtedly yet hold aclear 
majority of the new voters, that majority is 
probably less this year than usual, The 
Republican comb in that kind of work 
is finer, and this year. the party has 
worked the naturalization mill very effect- 
ively in grinding out a grist of Swedes, 
Italians and Russian Hebrews. In certain 
towns like Seymour, Portland and Ansonia 
the Republicans now-a-days make a point of 
employing Swedes and other Republican 
nationalities, if possible soasto recruit and 
expand their party strength, 

Oddly enough from one of these towns, 
Portland, comes this very day the news ofa 
strike of 200 stone cutters againsta large re- 
duction of wages. Portland, years ago, used 
to be strongly Democratic, but of late 
years the Swedish stone cutters have 
made it Republican by a majority rising 
to 204 at the last election {n'a total vote of 
667. That local object lesson in McKinleyism 
will hardly fail to have its effect at the polls 
next week. 

It looks more and more, as the contest 
neurs its close, as ifthe Republicans were too 
contdent of gainsin the tobacco towns. A 
rough analysis of the much-boasted tobacco 
yote of the State shows thatit is thrown in 
about twenty towns, of which fifteen are in 
Hartford County and five in 
Litchfield County. The whole num- 
ber of tobacco-growers in tiie State 
as given by the last census is about 3,000. 
Add 1,00 !or the hew growers during the two 
rosy tobacco years which have passed since 
the census was taken, and there are 4,000 
voters, at least three-fifths of whom are Re- 
publican votersand have always been so.

That would 
mean a total Republican vain of 
but 3829 votes which Democratic gains 
in two or three such pleces as Panbury, 
Ansonia and Birmingham should offset. It 
ought to be much more than balanced by the 
votes of the farmers, Who view” with disgust 
the dominance of Bulkleyism and who have 
had their eyes opened to the effects ofa high 
tariff on the Connecticut farm.

Other Lucky Ones—Why Chris Smith 
Failed to Realize on the Seascon—Gen- 
eral Sporting News. | 


Whatever may be said of the book-maker 
he hasno certainty of making a fortune on 
‘the race-track. Few of’ them make what is 
known asa ‘‘cinch’’ book and under the 
present system of betting the chances are 
just a gamble. Horse-racing is a fine art 
nowadays and men are in ft for the money 
only and not for amusement. In the West 
there are very few gentlemen owners and 
those following the rates are working: for 
the money only. Thelist of winning owners 
‘is very small and luck ‘is’ against most of 
them. ' ; 

The heavy plungers are very few. Chris 
Smith is about the only man that dares take 
a gamester’s chance. With him itis chence 
and nerve; with the others it ts thedead- 
’ gure game. Whether Smith is ahead on the 
season is doubtful. He played everything 
andanything. Taken all in all, he had the 
best stable in the West and was more suc: 
cessful than most of the horse-owners. Jobn 
Huffman, .: his trainer, was capable and 
shrewd, yet Ohris Smith played the horses 
of other owners more heavily than he did 
hisown. Had he plunged on Yo Tambien in 
all of herraces he would bave made a fort- 
une. Yet he let her win time and time again 
with but few dollars placed to hercredit. In 
the hands of Mike Dwyer, thefilly, with her 
successes, would have made a fortune. In 
the Wheeler handicap Van Buren was 8tol 
atthe post. Smith could have easily placed 
$5,000 on the horse at these odds, but played 
a few hundred only. Yet the stable felt sure 
\he would win, Itis the general belief that 
Smith has quit loser on the season. 
Next to Smith the most noted 
plunger in the West this season 
has been Arthur White of this city. 
Last winter White wasa regular at South 
Side, but attracted little attention, until 
during the spring meeting of the St. Louls 
Jockey Club. In some manner or another he 
scraped together enough money to goon the 
biock at this point, with his partner, Stone. 
Luck was with their book from the start, and 
it was not long before the pair began to at- 
tract as much attention at the track as that 
sure thing plunger, Frank Shaw. When Lee 
Connor, owner of Tim Murphy, was ruled 
off White purchased of him the famous roan 
gelding for $3,600. This was his start towards 
collecting a string of flyers, and it was not 
long before he was the proprietor of quitea 
stable, among which were the 2-year-old 
Falstaff, whose struggie with King Lee dur- 
ing the Fair Grounds meeting was one 
of the features ofracing in this locality the 


present season, 
After the st. Louis meeting closed White 


went to Chicago, where his good luck clung 
to him, and from the ‘‘Windy City’’ he 
moved down to Latonia, where he also suc- 
ceeded in attractingattention. His winnings 
this season aliltold are said to be inthe im- 
mediate neighborhood of $75,000. At present 
he is operating at. East Side, and according 
to reports, he separated the foreign bank at 
that course from some $800 last week. 
White’s stable ts at presentsplitup. Tim 
Murphy ana Katrinka are quartered at East 
St outs. while Falstaff and the rest of the 
string, which includes several yearlings, are 
in winter quarters. 

Sam May, the bookmaker, is another West- 
erner that has succeeded in gathering to- 
gether quite a pile thisseason. May made 
his money afthis point and Latonia, and all 
told is said to be some $50,000 ahead. He ob- 
jects to being called a gambler and says that 
bookmakers, as a rule, are the poorest gam- 
blers in the world. May makes his own book, 
eccording to form exclusively, as has already 
been stated in this column. 

George Morgan, Col. Jack Chinn’s brother- 
in-law, isanother Westerner that is univer- 
sally acknowledged to have made any 
amount of the lucre during the past season. 
Morgan and Kit Chinn, who is now start- 
ing at East 8t. Louis, who previous to 
succeeding his father at East Side as starter, 
was managing the eee stable, en- 
gineered the famous Louise coup at Chicago 
afew months ago. This Killing, which af- 
fected almost every pool-room in the West, 
is said to have netted the owners of the Ken- 
tucky stable over $30,000. Morgan has been 
booking ail summerat Chicago and Cincin- 
nati and has, ifthe Chicago turf authorities 
are to be believed, mace an enormous amount 
of money. 

In no sense of the word is Frank Shaw a 
plunger. for he inclines to the sure-thing 

lay. He hasalarge expense account, soit 
s said, but just where it comes in puzzles the 
jockeys and horse-owners. That he isa win- 
ner on the season is well Known, but just how 
much he alone knows. He is not popular 
either with horsemen, bookmakers or the 
public. The heavy betting is always confined 
tothe horse-owners and bookmakers. The 
latter not only offer odds, but plan their own 
choices. Sometimes they are heavily hit. At 
Washington Park Joe Ullman laidagainst the 
Guttenburg Eclipse and had Ed Corrigan’s 
Helter Skelter run forhim. He did not have 
<a agg pay off his tickets on Eclipse that 
n 4 * 

KEENE ON ENGLISH HORSEFLESH. 

Foxhall Keene, the well-known: turfman, 
was once heard to remark that horses which 
win good races here could never win over in 
England on anyof the courses where the 
Jockey Club has control, and many who 
heard this remark wondered greatly what 
Mr. Keene really meant by it, says an East- 
ern authority. Can he mean-that trickery 
would bé resorted to if American horses were 
put upon the English tracks? No H 
simply sums the matter up by say- 
ing that where the Americans have one 
good horse the English have ten, and besides 
they seem to have more big framed and 
lengthy colts. Mr. Keene is reported to have 
remarked toa turfman: *‘I can’t say that 
there is much difference between our best 
horsesandthe bestin England, but really 
the English horses average a Detter lot than 
oursdo. Thisis noticeably true in regard to 
their handicap horses, which are all ahead 
ofours. Their selling-platers will all lose 
oursinarace. Ithink the standard of their 
horses is better than ours.’’ 

When asked how he thought Tammany, 
Kingston, Lamplighter, Yorkville Belle and 
Yo Tambien would compare with the English 
horses, Mr, Keene said they would compare 
favorably with the good ones across the 
water. Salvatoris as good a horse as ever 
drew breath in England, in Mr. Keene’s 
opinion. Of course there are those who 
always object to heaping encomiums upon 
the foreign article of horsefiesh, and they 
take exceptions to Mr. Keene. Mr. Ten
